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Harold V/eisberg', author of the book, "Whitewash, " which is a . 
controversial study of tlie assassination of President Kennedy and the' V/arren 
Commission Report, v/as interviewed by Bob Raiford on WTOP Radio at

Basically, V/eisberg's comments followed the generai theme of 
other individuals questioning the facts. surrounding the assassination of 
President Kennedy. V/eisberg commented that the Warren Commission Repoi't 
on which his entire book is based leaves a lot of questions-unanswered and that 
the Commission did- not do the job", which was expected of it. He contends that 
the. entire matter must be investigated in public, preferably by Confess.’ 

Weisberg commented that there is serious doubt concerning all 
conclusions in the Report and that the Report- is replete with too many coin- 
^ cidences. He contends that the e-vidence clearly indicates that at least two' 

; indivitmals were involved in the assassination and that there is no proof that 
I Oswald actually was in the sixth floor windov/'of the Texas Depository Bookstore 
I as stated in the Report, .

V/eisberg questioned the si^t on thesgun ali%edly used by Oswald 
‘ and said that the FBI could not even get the sight to function ’properly. Ke^so 
commented tliat a different automobile was used in the re-enactment of the 
assassination and that the FBI reached conclusions -without taking into considera- 
tion the different size of the car and the seats. V/eisberg commented that one 
question v/hich is still miansv/ered \vas volunteered by Mr. Hoover during his 
testimony before the Commission and that was: "Why didn't the assassin shoot 
prior to the car turning left off' of Houston Street?" Weisberg commented that 
Afr. Hoover answered this by saying: "There was a tree in the way"; hov/ever , 
according to V/eisberg; there are no trees on Houstgn^rqqtvr a /.a-— 0/\ 
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Weisberg is completely oil base on tliis point. The motorcade
